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J&EMARKS 

Favomble reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view of the 
following remarks. 

aaims 1-39 are pending in the present application, of which, Clahns 1,16, 24, 27, 29, 
and 33 arc independent 

Restriction Repuirement 

The aforementioned Official Action asserts that the present application contains 
dainis that are directed to two patcntably distinct spedes of the claimed invention. As 
defined in the OfGcial Action, these species are: 

Species I: the combination of detcetiDg/rcadcr system. 

Spedes II: the combination of infrared/imaging system. 

A requirement to elect a single disdoscd spedes of the two identified spedes has 
been imposed on the basis that the abov^identified spedes arc allegedly patcntably distinct 
from each other. In addition, the OflBcial Action alleges that no claim is generic 

In response to that election of spedes requirement. Applicants hereby elect, with 
traverse^ Spedes I of the invention. Claims 1-26 and 29-39 are readable on the dcctcd 
spedes. At least Qaims 1, 1 1-17, 19-26, 29-36, 38, and 39 arc considered to be generic to 
Spedes I and n. 

The election is made with tmverse because it is believed that some or all of the claims 
associated with the non-elected spedes of this application can be concunrentiy examined with 
the claims of the elected spedes without serious burden. For instance. Claims 27 and 28 
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pertain to a Q^tem for detecting at least one environmental condition in a room through use 
of one or more in&arcd image sensors, which is similar to Claim 12. More particularly. 
Claim 12 includes that the one or more reader devices comprise at least one of an imaging 
device and an infrared reader. It is respectfully submitted that the search required for the 
claims of the above-idcntijScd non-elected species would likely be eo-cxtensive with Aat 
required for the claims of the elected species, because these species include embodiments 
involving a reader device that includes at least one of an imaging device and an infrared 
reader. It is thus submitted that no serious burden would result if at least a couple of the 
embodiments of this application were examined concurrently. 

In light of the forcgomg, withdmwal of the restriction requirement and examination of 
aU of the claims of this application, including Claims 1-26 and 29-32 directed to elected 
Spedes T are respectfully submitted.
